The American Commission appointed to inves 
tigate and examine tHe military operations and 
works connected with the war, pon their return 
to Paris called upon the Minister of War, M.

It is said that there can be no mistake as to 
such language actually having been used, as each 
of the three Commissioners committed the con- 
versation to writing, and the statements are ma- 
tertally the same.

We ammounced last week the Cf 


Academy does credit to the olty and state 


wit writing bis book of Travel, lately represented 
the condition of Art in America by » blank page. 
The jest is good, and, like many other good jesta, 
unfair and untrne. Its plausibility rests on the 
implied contrast of art matters here with ert mat 
ters in the Old World. But the comparison ts 
odious. That world had to become on Old World 
before it could boast great pictures and statees, 
and ample means, app » end ag 

for the artist. Centuries of hard and practical 
life had to pass over Europe before Angelos 
statues, and Rembrandt's picteres, and the gal- 
leries of the Louvre and the Vatican could be. 
These things were the slow sceretions of the 
Ages. Say thet Art in America is but the mere 
germ—nay, the mere germinal dot—of Art; and 
then why taunt it for being a germ? Shall we 
hold io derision the scorn which contains the pos- 
sibility of the broad branched oak, whose green 
magnificence sball shade the summers of « thou- 
sand years! 1s not promise as respectable in its 
degree as performance! There was a time when 
the Art for which tho name of Florence or Kome 
is a eynonym, was pothing buts promise. Many 
on artist lived in poverty and died in darkaess, 
through many a century, before Angelo or Cellini 
could be born, end find patrons. Suppose clever 
wits making ridicule of those striviogs and aspira- 
Uons in thelr meagre and sad expression through 
those centuries! People whose ancestors lived 
in glass houses shouldn't throw stones from their 
marble domicile at those who live In glass houses 
now. European wits might well look with leni- 
ency on our blank page, remembering the time 
when their Art was a blank page too. It is un- 
philosophic, as well as unkind, to sneer at the day 
of emall things. But when we look with candid 
eyes at the condition and prospects of Art ia 
Amerioa, the blank page ceases to be any truth- 
ful symbol of the fact. Cole and Doughty 
and Healy and Weber can claim their niches in 
fame with as good e show of reason as Vandyke 
and Raphsel and Claude Lorraine. It is heresy 
to say so, perbaps; but we say it. We mean no 
fling at the artiste of old time; nobody doubts 
that the Old Masters were indeed Masters; but 
the common sense of the world will not much 
longer eodure the unreasonable fustian of glorifi- 
cation poured forth on their works at the expense 
of the artistic excellence of modern days. Sky- 
rocketing over their achievements will soon fall 
into disrepute with all sensible people, if the later 
achievements are not to have their honorstoo. Art 
is not to stand damb and unrecognized, because 
Art bad other Masters in other days.

ty through all coming times, those luminous 
ideas which, once seen, it seems incredible that 
the world did not arrive at ages before. The 
luminous thought which caused the name of the 
immortal Beukels thas to shine through the dark - 
ness of centuries was neither more nor less than 
the very simple idea of salting and packing the 
vast masses of herrings that arrive yearly on the 
shores of the barren north, and which upto the 
| time when this useful suggestion first occurred to 
him, were almost eatirely lost to the world by the 
rapid decomposition of the fish, which, though 
sent into the interior of the countries on whose 
shores it was taken, was usually spoiled before it 
reached their markets. 

Having instructed his own countrymen in the 
process of preserving ‘the manna of the north,’”’ 
as the barvest of herrings has very well been 
named since the revolution operated by the Ssher- 
men Beukels, he went over to Finland, and 
showed the Fins of* the shore (excuse the en- 
ormity!) how to deal with their brethren of the 
oo.
